Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook.

business to find good demand for the stocks they have laid in for 


| the winter supply. When December opens with general busi-

° | in good condition with excellent holiday business and a fine 


opening for the new year. 

As we mentioned this week, iron interests are attracting 
great attention everywhere. Most of the foundries throughout 
| the country are out of the market for pig iron and steel, and 
So UTHERN DivISION quotations are advancing on such supplies. The United States 
Steel Corporation produced 1,172,951 gross tons of ingots, the 
most remarkable output of this company since its formation,

| We mention these matters at these times because this is 
| the turning point of the season when canned goods packers 
| have to carefully watch the basis of all supplies for next year, 
| and it has been some time since there was such necessity for the 

canned goods industry to keep so well informed of all move- 


| ments. 
| From present outlook we should say that corn packing will 


be exceedingly neglected next year, especially in the West and 
Northwest; therefore, all carryover of corn will be at present 
low prices a good investment, and will amply justify the interest 
cost of carrying it. In fact, the corn pack of next year will 
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season. It is something for congratulation that the general 
quality of the corn pack of 1905 was very good. There is no 
cause of complaint from bleach or chemicals of any kind. The 
simple fact is that corn prices went too high, and in the natural 
swing of the pendulum the other way they have gone too low. 
They will probably adjust themselves to a normal value about 
the end of March next, but it will not be a year for corn, and 
both buyers and packers will turn their eyes to other staples. 

On the other hand, tomatoes will have almost the opposite 
position tocorn in 1906. They will probably be overplanted and 
overpacked, and it will be difficult work to place tomato futures 
at good prices next February. Jobbers’ buyers, however, will 
rush in on tomato futures, reversing the situation of last Febru- 
ary and March. ‘This will make it necessary for all packers to 
be very careful as to the quality of their tomato pack next year. 
It will also make it necessary for tomato packers everywhere to 
unite at the annual Convention to obtain some method of enforc- 
ing deliveries according to contracts in the fall, to avoid rejec- 
tions on account of decline in prices during the summer and fall. 

We expect peas to open the market in good style next 
spring, and small fruits, if there is a good crop, will also receive 
considerable attention. These facts are important at this time of 
the year to the progressive packer who desires to take time by 
the forelock and prepare for the season in advance. 

He will need to know the quantity of cans and what machin- 
ery and supplies he will need to keep abreast of the movement, 
and all these articles count in his calculation for supplies. 

We understand that the West is almost denuded of tomatoes, 
that the supply packed there is almost already consumed. West- 
ern buyers of all kinds have been in the market this week look- 
ing for bargains, but they are difficult to pick up. St. Louis 
complains that the Middle West is delivering goods inferior to 
contract and label, but that the jobbers of that city are compelled 
to take them because they can get no othdrs. All these reports 
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strengthen the tomato market in general; but what we said last 
week appears to be truer today than it was then—that it is doubt- 
ful if tomatoes will go as high in value as some promoters 
believe. 

The bulk of this article in the country is held in Maryland 
and within the control of Baltimore packers, although we under- 
stand there is some packing still being done in California. Re- 
ports from New York put the corn market in better shape there 
than it was a week ago, and there have been quiet advances in 
nearly all the lines, quotations being from 2%c. to 5c. higher 
than they were at the time of our last issue. 

Corn in this market is selling for Maryland corn, county 
labels, No. 2 standard at 47%c. to 50c.; New York, for Maine 
style, at 5234c. to 5734c., and seconds at 45c. New York State 
quotes the local pack there at 55c. to 65c. and Maine corn at 95c. 
for fancy goods. 

Evidence is now coming to the front that this market is now 
well cleaned up of peaches, but so far there have been no ad- 


vances on the week. No. 3 standards are quoted for yellow at — 


$1.45 to $1.60, and white about 2%4c. lower; No. 3 seconds at 
$1.20 to $1.25; unpeeled pie No. 3 is quoted here at 82%c. 
to 85c. 

A quiet movement of peas is still going on here, with prom- 
ises to well clean up the market by the end of the current year. 
Early June standards are quoted at 7oc. to 75c.; sifted, 85c. to 
goc.; extra sifted, $1.10 to $1.35, and petit pois at $1.75. 

The market for tomatoes has been shaded a little on the 
week, and No. 3 standards are quoted at goc. to 95c., and extras 
for house labels at 9732c. High seconds are quoted at 8714c. to 
goc. No. 2 standards are 75c. and selected seconds at 7oc. 

We observe that some of the general press of the country is 
getting into seasonable humor by finding various faults with 
oysters. It is reported that there is almost an oyster famine in 
Baltimore and we believe this is based upon the fact that fine

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quality oysters are somewhat higher on the plate than in other 
years. Reports from the oystermen down the Bay however are 
to the effect that prospects are good, and the general condition 
of the oyster is fine. Complaints are being made in the west of 
preservative, such as formaldehyde and boracic acid are being 
used to keep the oysters fresh. Indiana authorities have begun 
many suits in Indianapolis but it is not made clear as to when 
these oysters came or whether they were so preserved at the ship- 
ping point. With the increased population of the United States 
oysters are again coming greatly into demand, and capital is be- 
ing pushed into their cultivation at many points. 

Cans.—The American Can Co., makes a change this week 
in the quotations of cans; No. 1 S. H. are quoted at $9.50 a re- 
duction of 50c per 1.000; No. 2 S. H. $12.50 instead of $13.; 
No. 2 P. H. $13. instead of $13.50, and this covers the variation 
at present. 

There is considerable fluctuation going on in pig tin mainly 
in London and at the Straits but we have an advance to report 
this week. It is expected there may be a future advance at any 
mo-ment. Pig Lead has advanced from $5 and $5.40 to $5.25 
and $6.00. Canners metals can be found on their regular page. 


New Y ork Miarket 


Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. 


New York, Noy. 15.—Not much actual change was re- 
ported in the general situation, even though considerable fluctu- 
ations in some prices were reported. Business, as a whole, how- 
ever, is in excellent shape and holiday trade promises to be the 
best known in years. Holders are not anxious sellers, but are 
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doing all they can to legitimately increase trade. It is, however, 
impossible to say that there is a real black spot in the entire 
market. 

Tomatoes.—The tone of the market is easy, with mode- 
rately free offerings of full standard American 3s at g2%c. 
Small packers appear to be anxious to dispose of their holdings 
before the close of the year, and to accomplish this are offering 
goods at a reduction. Jobbers do not appear to want to buy any 
more than they actually need. Standard 2s are in fair demand 
at 67!4c. to 7oc. f. o. b. factory. Gallons are held a shade 
firmer at $3.00. Other grades are unchanged. 


Corn.—Demand is more active and jobbers appear disposed 
to take hold at present low prices. A considerable business has 
been done in Southern Maine style at 55c. delivered. State 
standards are held at a wide range, varying from 5o0c. to 65c. 
factory, with some fancy quoted up to 8oc. delivered. Packers 
are not urging sales in expectation of receiving more later. 
Western corn is unchanged, excepting that holders are exerting 
less pressure to sell. 

Peas.--Fancy grades are firmer. One sale of 5,000 cases 
was reported at $1.00 to $1.10 delivered. Cheap peas of good 
quality are so closely cleaned up that they are hard to find. 
Prices tend upward. 

Beans.—Baked are firmer under increasing demand. 
js a fair demand for all desirable stock. 


There 


Sardines.—Increased business in car lots is reported for 
Western and Southern account. This demand is due to the 
approaching close of navigation. One block of six cars is 
reported sold for Western jobbing account, including quarter oils 
and three-quarter mustards. Prices are reported to have been 
$1.95 on quarter oils f. 0. b. Eastport. Sales for Southern 
account are reported to be rather large for the season.

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The National Food Manufacturers’ Association. 


On Thursday of this week at the Canned Goods Exchange 
meeting-rooms there was held an impromptu meeting to receive 
the representatives of this Association and to hear what they had 
to say regarding their work. President Orem, of the Exchange, 

2 personally called the meeting, and there responded Mr. William 

Wagner, of the Martin Wagner Co.; Mr. White, of W. W. 

Boyer & Co.; Mr. Rufus Gibbs, of the Gibbs Preserving Co.; 

Mr. Van Lill, of the Van Lill Preserving Co.; Mr. John R. 

i Baines, a broker; Wm. Numsen & Sons’ Co. was represented; 

Secretary of the Exchange A. F. Jones, and A. I. Judge, of 
THE TRADE. 

Hon. James A. Yerington, a gentleman formerly connected 
with many of the World’s Fair and other public movements of 
the kind, and who last year ran for Congress from Nevada, and 
who is at present Treasurer of the Association, spoke interest- 
ingly and enthusiastically of the work done by the Association 
and briefly outlined its policy, and his remarks were listened to 
with attention. He stated he would not attempt to explain the 
proposed Pure Food Law the Association has drafted and will 
attempt to have passed by Congress at its next session, leaving 
that to Mr. Thomas E. Lannen, the author of the bill, who was 
present to make plain all its provisions. But he urged strongly 
the advisability of all the Baltimore packers joining this Associ- 
ation. As to the question of dues, he explained that there were 
no fixed dues—it was left entirely to the packer to contribute 
toward the cause whatever he chose, and added that he felt so 
sure of the benefits to be gained by the packers from the enact- 
ment of the bill in question, that he would not hesitate to accept 
a check of $10,000 from any packer. 

Mr. Lannen followed Mr. Yerington, and reviewed the well- 
known injustice dune packers who had goods condemned in 
certain States, without the opportunity to defend themselves. 
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He explained that his bill permitted the use of certain preserva- 
tives within a restricted amount, and had other desirable features 
of benefit to the packers. He contended that the position taken 
by the State Commissioners on pure foods is not a constitutional 
one, in that the accused—and condemned—has no redress or 
chance to. defend himself—that it is impossible to bring a suit 
against these men for the wrongful condemnation of their goods, 
with any chance of being heard. He explained the resignation 
of some of the first members of the Association—Vice- Presidents 
and others—who, owing to a press of business, found they did 
not have time to give it their attention. 

These two gentlemen are traveling about the country, en- 
deavoring to interest the various food industries in the movement, 
and claim to be meeting with much success among some promi- 
nent lines. 

The principle of the bill proposed is undoubtedly good; in 
other words, the packers and other lines of food manufacturers 
are entitled to protection and a proper representation of their 
interests, and there is no doubt that if this fact is brought to the 
attention of Congress and the legislators at Washington by the 
proper parties, backed by the leading men in all these branches 
of food production, this representation could be secured. But 
the present movement is questioned by many, and we shail have 
more to say on it in the early future. ' 


A dispatch from Pontiac, Mich., says: The Pontiac Canning Factory 
has been purchased by R. L. King, of Waterford, who will start to operate 
next year. Mr. King is an experienced fruit man who understands the 
canning business, and with his customary hustle will no doubt make a suc- 
cess of it. He will contract this winter with growers for acreage of differ- 
ent kinds of fruit and vegetables. The plant of the canning company had 
been leased to the Pontiac Body Company, who had arranged to use it as an 
annex to their plant adjoining. With the sale of the property to Mr. King 
the Body Company give up their lease, but will occupy the factory during 
the present season and will probably give up possession next summer, in 
time for Mr. King to get ready for the next fall’s crops.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are in about the same general shape as last noted, there being 
no general weakness, but the occasional quotation of parcels at concessions 
is still a factor of the situation, and still the same confidence as was pre- 
viously reported is found to exist among the principal holders. The out- 
look is still buliish, notwithstanding the high prices are affecting consump- 
tion. Corn is the bargain-hunter's good friend this season, aud is offered 
at astonishingly low prices. As a Maryland brokerage firm remarks: 
‘* Quality seems to be a secondary consideration; price is all that buyers 
seem to consider, and, while we hear of sales of choice lots at prevailing 
low prices, we are not in a position to vouch for these reports either as to 
price or quality.’’ The hope of the market for corn is in the large consump- 
tive outlet provided by the ‘‘ drive prices.’’ Peas are seling well, cheap kinds 
preferred, and prices are firm. Asparagus is inquired for, but there are only 
small supplies. String beans are in tone. Canned fruits are quiet and 
steady in tone. Salmon is unchanged. Domestic sardines are a large pack, 
but, although demand is quiet, the tone of the market is steady.—J/erchants’ 
Review. 


Philadelphia. 


The tomato market is weaker, not from any concessions made by pack- 
ers, but because many jobbers are selling below the market, content to take 
the very good profit which that leaves them. The packers’ stock of toma- 
toes are very low, and if these jobbers keep on selling, the market will keep 
on being weak. No improvement has occurred in corn, which is still dull 
and weak. Peas are in good shape, fair demand and steady, and will prob- 
ably, with other canned goods, remain quiet until after the turn of the 
year. Peaches are unchanged and very scarce. Some good Ohio pie 
peaches have been offered in the East at prices slightly above Maryland 
brands, and they were taken so eagerly that the packer was compelled to 
prorate his deliveries. Apples are unchanged and very firm. A certain 
New York State packer who has been quoting $2.75 withdrew that during 
the week, and prophesies of $3 are now freely heard. The market for Bal- 


timore apples is firm and unchanged. The quality of much of the Balti- 

more peaches on the market is very poor. The general line of Baltimore 

canned goods is unchanged and the demand is only fair. Beans in the 

various specialties seem to be the best sellers at present. California canned 

goods are so broken up that they can scarcely be quoted.—Grocery World. 
Chicago. 

Canned tomatoes failed this week to score the usual weekly advance, 
but the market is steady, and it is known that the season’s pack was far 
short of last year. Corn is selling freely to the retail trade and consump- 
tion, owing to low prices, is increasing. Good quality corn is obtainable at 
very reasonable prices, and many retailers are taking advantage of this to 
make corn a leader. Peas are very firm and likely to advance further. 
String and Lima beans are steady. They are a safe purchase to make at 


present prices. Other canned vegetables are steady. Fruits of all descrip- 


tions are firm. Canned apples and peaches are active. In the fish items 
everything is firm, including salmon of all grades, both domestic and im- 
ported sardines, cove oysters, shrimp, lobsters, ete.—Grocers’ Criterion. 


» St. Louis. 

The flurry in tomatoes has nearly passed over, and, while prices are 
still holding close to the $1.10 price as compared with 7oc. last year, the 
lack of a rush to buy after the announcement was made that the crop had 
been practically cornered has mode the market easier, with jobbers uncer- 
tain as to the outcome. Some who have large stocks which were bought 
with the expectation of further advances are talking bullish on prices, but 
they are apparently willing to get rid of their stocks at present figures. 
The tomato combine, which recently bought up 1,500,000 cases, which 
practically includes the entire supply at present, purchased at the low 
figure, and it seems a safe guess to make that they will be well satisfied 
with profits if they can market all of their holdings at even a small advance 
over the quotations of today. There still remain a few cases of canned 
tomatoes in the hands of outsiders, and buyers from first hands are flirting 
rather industriously with the outsiders, preferring to take their product to 
purchasing from the combine holders. Jobbers have been able, in some in- 
stances, to pick up a few carlots at concessions of 2%c. from established 
prices, buying from small canners who wish to dispose of the season’s pro- 
duct and close their accounts for the year. Corn is weak and canners seem 
disposed to make concessions in order to move their stocks. Some of the 
best-posted jobbers, however, take a rather optimistic view on future prices, 
holding that with the corner in tomatoes an increased demand for corn will 
come and that retail buyers will switch their tastes when they find that the

The supply is plentiful and prices are on 
the balancing point, with prospects that quotations will go lower if the ex- 
pected increase in demand does not take place. Canned fruits are strong, 
with both California and Baltimore reporting a good demand, especially for 
peaches. The failure of a number of Michigan peach packers to fill their 
contracts has created an increased demand in other markets, and some va- 
rieties are practically out of stock at the canneries. Peas and beans are in 
good demand, with most of the cut offerings off the market. The East re- 
ports good demand there and prices are firm.—7he Jnterstate Grocer. 


Montreal, Can. 


Trade during the week is reported steady, Deliveries are coming in 
from the canners and the trade is well satisfied with the percentages that 
are coming forward. It is reported that some little cutting has been done 
by some of the jobbers in the way of extra discounts, but no very serious 
effect so far seems to have resulted. Strawberries and raspberries are in 
good demand, as the short pack has induced dealers to buy early. In 
canned salmon the regular trade was somewhat restricted by the selling of 
inferior second-run fish. The quality of this is naturally not as good as the 
choice first pack and buyers will no doubt realize this later on. It would 
seem to be the proper thing that packers after filling their jobbing orders 
with first quality fish should take measures to restrict the placing of the 
poorer second run on the market, as it always interferes with the disposal 
of the earlier bought fish. Finnan haddies are both scarce and dear, and 
packers are asking even more than shippers today. 

Toronto, Can. 

There is no new feature in these lines. Trade continues fairly brisk, 
all lines coming in for a degree of attention. Prices remain unchanged.— 
Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—With a continued good demand from the country, which is a 
feature of the market just now, the market for British Columbia flats and 
half-flats is very firm, and for the latter prices continue to show an upward 
tendency. Buyers are also showing a little more attention to talls. In 
Alaska there has been more doing this week at unaltered rates. Recent ar- 
rivals include the Montezuma with 5,200 cases, the Campania with 600 
cases and the Cevice with 6,450 cases, both to Liverpool, and the Brooklyn 
City to Bristol with 500 cases. Lobsters are without change, and a quietly 
steady business is being done. Sardines.—Business has been of moderate 
dimensions and the market is firm. Reports of the fishing continue unsat- 
isfactory. Amongst recent arrivals are the Malaga, with 4,87§ cases; the 
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Peninsula, with 4,712 cases; the Tasso to Hull, with 1,953 cases, and the 
City of Amsterdam, with 1,171 cases, and the Navarre, with 595 cases, both 
to Liverpool. Meats.—A good business has been done this week, and the 
market is firm. Fruits are without any feature of interest, but, should the 
demand show any improvement, there is a probability of prices going 
higher in consequence of the lighter shipments expected. Pines are a 
steady market. The Candia has brought 1,250 cases pines. 
Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—Best continues on the upward move, and 38s. to 38s. 6d. is 
being made for spot halves, so that our anticipation of a few weeks ago as 
to gos. being a probable price for halves is nearly already realized. One- 
pound flats are in better inquiry at higher rates, and 1-lb. best talls are 


sought for. Alaska is steady at normal quotations. Sardines.—Demand - 


for grocery quarters continues and good stuff is in small compass. The re- 
sult is a much firmer market and higher prices. Fruits quiet and pine- 
apples a little better. Rabbits continue in fair inquiry. Meats quieter after 
the excitement of last week.—Grvocers’ Gazette. 


Pig Iron Output Largest in History. 

The country’s production of pig iron attained the largest volume in 
history during October. All previous high records were shattered by the 
productign of 2,053,127 tons. The /ron Age says in its weekly trade 
review: 

“* October will go down in the history of the iron industry for record 
breaking. Statistics show that there were produced by the anthracite and 
coke furnaces of the United States 2,053,127 tons of pig iron, which com- 
pares with the previous achievement of 1,963,717 tons in May. These 
figures do not include the output of charcoal pig, which may be estimate: 
at about 30,000 tons a month. The steel companies produced 1,370,960 tons 
in October, as compared with 1,287,438 tone in May. Of this October pro- 
duct the United States Steel Corporation has 950,752 tons. 

‘* Carnegie Steel Company in October broke seventy-eight past records 
of production at its furnaces and mills, not counting turn and day records, 
which would greatly add to the number. The Edgar Thomson rail mill 
made in October 83,568 tons of steel rails. 

‘*How enormous is the output of the steel works is proved by the 
record of the plants of the United States Steel Corporation, which in Octo- 
ber produced 1,172,951 gross tons of ingots. 

The pig iron markets throughout the country are exceedingly firm, and 
the conviction seems to be gaining ground that further advances are inevi- 
table. Production, however, is at an enormous rate, our statistics showing 
that on the first instant coke and anthracite furnaces having a capacity of 
460,000 tons weekly were in operation.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The States have had their annual elections and can now catch 
their breath in the hurry of things before the winter breaks in 
upon us. 


The’elections now being over, the next thing in order is 
Thanksgiving for the anticipated blessings by the successful 
candidates. We would like to have the Thanksgiving of the 
defeated ones and of Life Insurance Presidents. 

But the American people will once more have cause to be 
thankful for both present and prospective blessings; 1905 prom- 
ised and also threatened much, but the final count up after the 
season’s crops are in shows an excellent balance on the right 
side. 


The immediate future is also very bright for business in 
general and peace prospects are becoming so fashionable that 
crowned heads and their ministers may be able to sing the Song 
of the Angels at Christmas and really mean it. 


Russia and the Ottoman Empire are the only nations that 
may not be able to join in the thanks for ‘‘ Peace, Good Will to 
Men,’’ for we know that Turkey will suffer and the Muscovey 
Duck seems to be in as great danger of losing its head, and we 
cannot expect much Thanksgiving from a body without a head. 


With the output of pig iron and also of steel greater than 
ever previously known, and yet behind orders, the barometer of 
trade and industrial activity never was in better showing and in 
a general sense our agriculturists cannot complain. 


The canned goods line is an industry pertinent to and de- 
pendent upon the great food staples of the soil, and, whilst the 
output this year has not reached the usual average quantity in 
any article, prices have adjusted themselves in many important 
classes and injuries in that direction have been rectified as well. 


The question on the lips of everyone connected with the in- 
dustry is, Where will the next Convention be held? And the 
answers, though few in number, cover a wide expanse of terri- 


er: Without doubt this question should be answered without 
delay, in order that all packers may lay their plans to attend, to 
work up interest in the meeting and to give the machinery and 
supply men ample time to get their exhibits ready. We have 
known firms, and many times, that were prevented from ex- 
hibiting because of the lack of time between the announcement 
of the place of meeting and the meeting itself. This should 
not be. 


A city is named, in answer to these questions, that meets 
with approval by all to whom it has been named—Atlantic City. 
It is hailed as another Washington for another Canned Goods 
Packers Convention—and we believe it would prove as great a 
drawing card. There are ample hotel accommodations at any 
rate a man chooses to pay; there are amusements in plenty to 
entertain the crowd; there is a splendid Exhibition Hall for the 
machinery display well heated and lighted, and there are any 
number of halls in which the meetings could be held. And then 
there is the assurance that the weather will be moderate—at the 
worst—and most probably very fine. 


As an Eastern city—and the Convention is due to come 
East—Atlantic City meets with the approval of packers in both 
the East and the West. East, because the people are aware of 
the advantages offered, and West, because hundreds of the pack- 
ers have never seen the grand old ocean, or the most famous 
city on its shores. It has, ina different way, the attractions of 
Washington to the man making a holiday trip of it, and, at the 
same time, assures a constant good attendance at both meetings 
and Machinery Hall, because there are not the distractions pres- 
sent that Washington possessed. 


The Northern Pacific Railroad in its first years proved to be 
what the Wall street people call ‘‘ A One-Crop Road,’’ because 
wheat was the only heavy crop it could depend on, and when 
this became known confidence was lost in it. 


Time has cured this evil, and the Northern Pacific Railroad 
is one of the great successful railroads of the country today. In 
the same way the Middle Northwest in the packing line is mainly 
a one-crop industry, being principally a corn-packing section, 
and when the market for canned corn goes wrong, as it did this 
season, it hits those canners doubly hard. Hence they had to 
sacrifice their particular crop when pressed for money. 


There is more to be learned in the canned goods business 


than the process-room can teach, but it takes many years to learn 
it, but the greater the energy and ambition the more quickly it 
will be learned. 


This experience of the Middle Northwest is not new or 
peculiar to the canners there. People who can remember the 
great panic of 1873 will recall that it started with the failure of 
Jay Cooke & Co., of Philadelphia, who were the financial backers 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad. 


The very fact of carrying vast amounts of this stock made it 
necessary for this company to take in whatever of this was 
pushed upon them, but the continuing decline in its value at last 
swamped the backers and this precipitated the great panic. 


We do not forget either that seasonable difficulties have 
worked disaster for some lines and sections in the canning indus- 
try, notably for corn canners in the Middle Northwest. 


We have learned in the current week and from unimpeach- 
able authority that some packers in that section pressed by need 
of immediate fuuds have made sacrifice sales of canned corn as 
low as 35c. per dozen, as they had nothing else wherewith tc 
raise money. 


This is an extremely bad condition of affairs for that sectipn 
of the country, and the whole country is suffering from it/as 
witness the prevailing low prices for canned corn in New York 
State, where the Western packers have so long been trying to 
get a market. 


CALIFORNIA LETTER. 
SAN FRANcISCcO, CAL., November 11, 1905. 
EDITOR THE TRADE:— 

From all portions of California, with the exception of the 
southern portion, these is a loud wail of complaint on account of 
the failure of the weather man to give us rain. The soil has 
become so hard and dry in some sections that plowing and seed- 
ing have been suspended. Rain is badly needed in the central 
and northern districts, both for softening the soil and to start pas- 
turage, which is rapidly failing. In the southern section over 
two inches of rain fell between the 5th and 7th instants which 
has been of immense benefit to orchards and pasturage. Yester- 
day and today the sky has been partially overcast and there are 
excellent indications for rain in this section. It has been almost 
seven months since a drop of rain fell here in San Francisco. 

Local canned fruit supplies are becoming more and more 
broken in assortment, peaches and apricots being well cleaned 
up. Pears are still quite numerous. The California Fruit 
Canners’ Association reports that this year’s business is the 
largest in its history. 

On tomatoes it is evident that everything will be cleaned up 
soon after the packing season closes. The Association estimates 
its pack at 700,000 cases, as against 850,000 cases last year. 
With most of the packers gallons are in short supply and deliver- 
ies will be made accordingly. ‘The demand just at present is not 
heavy, but prices are steady, with a firm market—85c. for 2'4-lb. 
standards being the average price, but it is said that sales are 
being made at slightly lower prices in some instances. Those 
jobbers who purchased early at 65c. are inclined to take their 
profit in spite of the evident fact that prices will unquestionably 
suffer further advances. The prices which it is claimed are 
shaded occasionally to meet conditions are as follows: 85c. for 
2%-lb. standards; $2.75 for gallon standards; $1.05 for 3-lb. 
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solid pack, and g5c. for 2%4-lb. solid pack. The Association will 
continue packing tomatoes until rain or frost intervene. All 
other packers have finished their operations for the season. The 
prices named herein are being asked today by the Association. 

The following item of interest appeared in a_ local 
trade paper a day or two ago, the figures named therein being 
comprehensive and no doubt correct, on account of the standing 
of the gentleman to whom they are attributed: 

George B. Katzenstein says: ‘‘ Last year the total fresh- 
fruit shipment was reported 5,626 carloads, and up to date this 
season the total is 7,45- carloads. On the whole, the past season 
was an exceedingly satisfactory one. There was greatly increased 
business, a larger area represented ‘in it, a greater volume of pro- 
duction and a wider market. Our output of fruit next season 
not only will not decrease, but will largely increase. The past 
season there were shipped 1,200 more cars of deciduous fruits 
than in the year before, and if apples are to be included the ex- 
cess is tound to be much greater.’’ All along the line Mr. Katz- 
enstein looks for enlargement and improvement in citrus fruits, 
and he looks forward to the demand from the north end of the 
State to be for 2,000 cars to transport the output. Mr. Katzen- 
stein says that the apple production for the year in and about 
Watsonville has been wonderful, and that the aggregate is fully 
3,000 carloads. 

The local packers have received letters asking them to defer 
placing their orders for cans until the American Can Company 
names its figures. Certain manufacturers have offered 2%-lb. 
fruit cans at the low price of $16.50 per thousand. The prospects 
are that very low prices will be paid for cans for next year’s 
pack from all present indications.

L. Sonneborn Sons’ New Plant. 


A very little over two years ago, to be exact, in June, 1903, the firm of 
L. Sonneborn Sons, also known as the German-American Chemical Works, 
started in this country, and announced itself to the canned goods packers, 
through THE TRADE, as the makers of Amalie Brand Colors Soldering 
Flux, etc., and yet early this year they foresaw the necessity of greatly en- 
larging their plant—a really wonderful growth. It must be remembered 
that in this short space of time they fitted up a complete factory and labo- 
ratory, for in June, 1903, they had little more than a mere office, were not 
in possession of the building that was to be their factory. This great work 
was hardly completed when the fire of February, 1904, came along and de- 
stroyed the entire plant, works and laboratory. Nothing daunted, they set 
about at once to re-equip a new factory, laboratory, etc., and quickly had 
it in operation. Although this second factory was larger than the first, 
they have outgrown this and been compelled to build and equip an immense 
factory covering acres of ground. 

For this purpose they purchased a plot of 15 acres of land, very conve- 
niently situated just outside the city of Nowark, N. J., on the Passaic River, 
thus affording excellent facilities for the handling and shipping of their 
goods by steamer and with the railroad sidings by rail. The buildings in 
course of erection and which they expect to occupy in three or four weeks 
are as follows: One building, 180 x 140 feet, three stories high; one build- 
ing, 120 x 80 feet, one story high, boiler and engine house, 60 x 4o feet, 
with a 300 horse-power boiler; a machine shop, 30 x 40, and office and labo- 
ratory, 40 x 85 feet, two stories, and the warehouse and cooperage shops 
will be built next spring. 

A moment’s consideration of these figures will show the immense size 
of their new plant and that they will thus be able to turn out their products 
in the largest quantities. In a letter tous they state: We shall, of course, 
continue to manufacture such specialties as are handled by the canning 
trade which we have always supplied to the canners’ entire satisfaction, 
adding from time to time new products which will be most in demand by 
them.’’ In addition to these, they will have other departments for the 
compounding of oils and the manufacture of greases, which they are now 
making in large quantities at their various branches. As is probably well 
known from their advertisements, they have branches now in New York, 
St. Louis, Boston, Philadelphia and Oil City, Pa., besides numerous repre- 
sentatives throughout the country. 

A hint to the wise is sufficient; for, while the German-American Chemi- 
cal Works is an old house in Europe, this American branch would not have 


grown to such immense proportions in so short a time if there had not been 
acause. Such large businesses always grow on quality of goods, satisfactory 
dealings and up-to-date methods, and this fact speaks more eloquently for 
them than anything we can say, unless it be ‘* Get in line.”’

That ‘‘Necessity is the Mother of Invention ’’ is possibly better illus- 
trated in some of the machinery and appliances used in the canned goods 
industry than in any single industry known to man. The rapid growth of 


this industry would never have developed had it not been for the opposition ~ 


or dishonesty of manual labor and the necessity this compelled to get as 
far away from the ‘‘ man’’ as possible. And so we have seen year after year 
new machines and devices brought forward to do the work of a number of 
hands, and undoubtedly the end is not yet. 

Recently there was brought to our attention, and we were invited to 
inspect a new machine, the object of which was to apply just enough 
solder to the under 
side of a cap to 
guarantee a perfect 
job in capping.’’ 
All are familiar 
with the Solder- 
Hemmed Cap, 
which until  re- 
cently was made 
under a_ patent 
which, we believe, 
has just expired. 
All know what a 
distinct advantage 
this is over the 
regular method of 
supplying the solder as the capping is done. It effected a big saving in the 
amount of solder used, but th: little machine above referred to bids fair to 
even surpass this in its saving qualities. 

A. Schultz & Co., one of the oldest solder-makers of the country, are 
the inventors of this device, and we show herewith a view of a cap as it ap- 
pears with the solder applied. A description of the machine will, perhaps. 
make this more clear. At first glance it appears to be a circular table, re. 
volving slowly, and at the head of which sits a boy dropping caps upon cir- 
cular discs as they passin front of him. These discs are so constructed that 
the caps, face downward, fit exactly in a shallow cup. As the table revolves 
a thin strand of wire solder is unwound from a spool and rewound about a 
pivot directly over the passing caps. As the discs pass under this pivot, a 


the cap, having been forced down on the pivot against a knife by the wind- 
ing solder. This mechanism works as precisely and smoothly as clock- 
work, and never missed during the long run of caps we watched. This 
ring, held in place by the cuplike containers holding the caps, passes over a 
jet of flame and is melted on the cap, and, continuing around, is cooled by 
jets of cold air, adhering tightly to the outer edge of the cap, having takeu 
that position by natural gravity because of the shape of the caps. Passing 
these jets of cold air, the discs are tilted and the caps roll into the box or 
receptacle intended for them. 

Thus is formed a smooth, thin layer of solder upon the under side of 
the caps, so that when the cap is applied to the groove of the can and the 
hot iron touches it, the solder is in the right place and evenly distributed, 


And it will be seen from this that only half the amount of solder is used in — 


this cap as in the regulation solder-hemmed cap, with the consequent 
saving. 

This machine will be offered canners and canmakers in the early future, 
and will, perhaps, be exhibited at the Convention.

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Meeting of the Food Standard Committee. 


There will be a meeting on November 20 at Young's Hotel, in Boston, 
of the Committee on Food Standards, Association of Official Agricultural 
Chemists, which several months ago was commissioned by authority of 
Congress to collaborate with the Secretary of Agriculture of the United 
States in fixing standards of purity for foods and determining what shall be 
regarded as adulterations therein. 

It is expected that final action will be taken upon the standards for 
fruits and fruit products, flavoring extracts, edible vegetable oils and table 
and dairy salts. Several points of revision as to the standards which have 
already been published will probably be of especial interest. 

As to fruit products, the proposal of separate standards for glucose con- 
taining preserves, jams and butters; and specifications respecting the tin- 
plate and solder used in making containers for canned fruit. As to flavor- 
ing extracts, the departure from pharmacopceial standards for certain prep- 
arations, the making of separate standards for ‘‘ terpeneless’’ extracts of 
lemon and orange, and the proposal of a standard for mixed vanilla and 
tonka extract will be taken up. 

n§ In the case of edible vegetable oils, the committee’s correspondence 
2 shows a division of opinion as to the desirability of increasing the number 
of chemical and physical properties for which limits are set; a number of 
additional chemical limits have, therefore, been tentatively introduced into 
the standards, so that opportunity may be afforded for criticism and sugges- 
tion upon these points before the final action of the committee. 


It is requested that suggestions shall be expressed in the form of 
amendments, accompanied by the reasons therefor. Arrangements for 
hearings respecting these standards, or those relating to products for 
which standards have not vet been proclaimed, will, so far as practicable, 
be arranged upon application to the chairman of the committee, Dr. William 
Frear, State College, Pa. 


This is the time and the place for the advocates of the various laws 
relating to pure food to explain their positions in the question, and urge 
upon this Committee their views of what the laws relating to canned goods 
and preserves should be. Here is their opportunity to approach the Com- 
mittee with suggestions us to the proper standards to be applied to this 
branch of the food industry. We have every reason to believe that this 
committee is honest in its intentions and desires to set these standards as 
nearly correct and just as is possible, and they will appreciate the advice 
and help of experienced men in the business. 
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Retail Grocers’ Associations and Pure-Food Laws. 


The Grocery World has been working hard for Pure-Food Laws recently 
and says that during the past week certain reliable information was received 
that the high officials in Washington might not be the warm friends to the 
Federal food law movement that they were expected to be and that some of 
them have professed to be. It is, therefore, considered important, by those 
in charge of the movement, that as many Retail Grocers’ Associations as can 
be induced to, adopt resolutions demanding an equitable food law and send 
copies thereof to the President and the Secretary of Agriculture.

Il’ hereas, Certain of the States and Territories of the United States have 
laws controlling the sale of food and drink, and certain other States have 
no such laws, or having them, lack the machinery to enforce them; and *« 


Whereas, The provisions of the States and Territories having and enforc- 
ing such laws differ radically, thus causing great confusion, both in the re- 
tailing and wholesaling of food and drink, and particularly in the manu- 
facture and labeling thereof, entailing great hardship upon all who handle 
food in any form; and 


I hereas, The only sane remedy for this condition is a Federal food law 
which shall have jurisdiction over all Federal territory and control all ship- 
ments of food and drink between the several States, thus making uniform 
over the entire country the statutory regulations regarding the sale of food; 
now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the Retail Grocers’ Association Of... That 
we earnestly suggest to our Representatives in Congress the urgent need of 
an equitable Federal food law, and especially request the President of the 
United States and the Secretary of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture to use their potent influence in favor of such a law. Be it also 


Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be sent to the Representa- 
in the Federal Congress and to the President of the United States and the 
Secretary of the United States Department of Agriculture.
